1984: Year 
For Debate

The year 1984 was a good year for arguments in 
Crawford County. 

The year started with a lawsuit involving a new Grayling 
K mart. After that, there was the ‘‘senior citizen center” con- 
troversy, a proposed light infantry for Camp Grayling, and 
the Grayling Middle School to fuel debate. 

Here’s a month by month look at the major news events 
in Crawford County for 1984 that kept people talking for a 
while: 
JANUARY 

The Crawford County Economic Development Corpora- 


tion board and the county board of commissioners were sued 


Jan, 3rd by John Kraus, co-owner of Ben Franklin Family 
Center for alleged violations in issuing EDC bonds for a 
Grayling K mart project. 

Thirty three degrees below zero was recorded Jan. 15 in 
the county. Last winter the thermometer never once went 
above 32 degrees from Dec. 11 to Feb. 9. 

Shawn Lovely was crowned Miss Grayling on Jan. 28th.

FEBRUARY 

A $2 million lawsuit was filed against the county, sheriff 
dept., and seven members of the sheriff dept. by Fred and 
Emma Ahrns for alleged civil rights violations.

Judge William Porter ruled against lawsuit by John 
Kraus against EDC board and county board of com- 
missioners. 

An open house was held May 19th for new $1.8 million 
warehouse at Camp Grayling.

JUNE 

Bud Haistead is appointed to replace Joyce.

Butch Stockton and Solomon Carriere smash the AuSable 
River canoe marathon record by more than eight minutes. 

The Grayling Rotary Club leads an effort to save the rail- 
road depot from demolition. 

AUGUST 

A millage for Dial-A-Ride passes but a county-wide 
recreation millage, including a quarter mill for Hanson Hills, 
is defeated. 

Miss Michigan 1984 Barbara Jean Crandall visits the 
Crawford County Fair. 

SEPTEMBER 

Camp Grayling is not listed as a possible site for a light 
infantry division but Camp Grayling officials discuss winter 
use with community. 

K mart opens September 20. 

Retiring doctors Vernon Blaha and B.E. Henig are 
honored by the community.

County commissioners took away $5,093 in proposed 
pay hikes for county department heads and put most of that 
money into the airport’s budget. 

The transportation authority had requested $30,000 from 
the county for the airport in 1985 and the county had proposed 
allocating only $25,000 before the commissioners’ regular 
meeting Thursday, Dec. 27. 

At that meeting, the commissioners took away pay hikes 
from three judges and reduced raises to six department 
heads. The cuts amounted to $5,093 and the commissioners 
then increased the airport’s allocation by $5,000 to total 
$30,000. . 

Commissioners had originally proposed granting pay 
hikes of $1125 to each circuit court judge and $500 to the 
probate court judge. The district court judge had recently 
received a pay hike. 

The commissioners took away these proposed raises and 


also reduced raises to six other county department heads. | 


Before the Thursday meeting, commissioners were going to 
grant $1000 raises to the County Clerk/Register of Deeds, 
Treasurer, Zoning and Building Director, Equalization 
Director, Sheriff, and Magistrate. 

Instead, they passed a motion granting 3.5 percent raises 
to these six positions. The 3.5 percent raise amounted to an 
increase of $700 for the Clerk/Register, $630 for the Trea- 
surer, $490 for the Building and Zoning Director, $665 for the 

Equalization Director, $647 for the Sheriff, and $525 for the 
Magistrate. 


Commissioners Cut Pay Raises 


In 1985, the Cierk/Register will make $20,700, the 
Treasurer $18,630, the Building and Zoning Director $14,490, 
the Equalization Director $19,665, the Sheriff $19,147, and the 
Magistrate 315,025. 

The Circuit Court Judges will receive $6,622 each from 
the county. They are paid by Crawford, Kalkaska, and Ot- 
sego counties and the state. Their maximum salary is 
$68,080. 

The District Court Judge will receive $9,721 from the 
county. The District Court Judge is paid by Crawford and 
Roscommon counties and the state. His maximum salary i is 
$65,120. 

The part-time Probate Judge will receive $18,000 for 
the county. Maxirnum saiary is $09,120 tor a full-time probate 
judge. 

The board of commissioners’ salaries remain the same 
for 1985. The chairman or chairwoman is paid $2,400 a year 
and each member receives $1,800. In addition to the $13,200 
paid in salaries, the 1985 budget has $17,500 included for per 
diem pay for meetings attended by. commissioners. 

For regular board meetings, commissioners are paid $30 
for half-day meetings and $40 for full-day meetings. For 
committee meetings, the commissioners raceive $20 for half: 
day meetings and $30 for full-day meetings. 

Included in their $40,600 budget for 1985 is $3,300 for dues 
paid to associations the county belongs to, $1,200 for regis: 
tration fees for seminars and meetings, $2,500 for mileage; 
$1,160 for travel expenses, and $1,800 for printing and binding 
costs. - 7! 
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Circuit Judge, Sheriff Races 
Miost Expensive in Local Election

The circuit court race and county sheriff race were the 

most expensive area contests in last November’s election, 

according to campaign statements in public files at the Craw- 
ford County courthouse. 

In the circuit court race covering three counties, the 
winner Alton Davis, of Grayling, listed $15,084 in contri- 
butions received from May 1, 1984, to October 19, 1984. 

Campaign expenses for that period for Davis were listed 
at $15,300. 

His opponent, James Cotant, of Gaylord, listed $13,902 in 
contributions during a comparable period from May 31 to Oc- 
tober 2). His expenses were listed as $13,094. 

Davis received more than 100 contributions from in- 
dividuals during his campaign. The largest single contri- 
butions were three contributions of $500 each from a Grayling 
man, a $500 contribution from a Grayling couple, and a $500 
contribution from a Warren man. Davis loaned his campaign 
$1000 and contributed $4633. 

Cotant’s largest single contributions were $500, $100, and 
$25 contributions from a Vanderbilt man, His next largest 
contribution was for $256. He received contributions from 
more than 140 persons and Cotant contributed $3,909 to his 
own campaign. 

Davis also listed $2685 in contributions from October 19 to 
November 30 and expenses of $2572 during that time to leave 
his campaign fund balance at zero. 

Information on Cotant’s campaign after his last filing 
date of October 21 was not yet available from the Otsego 
County courthouse. 

At the county level, the sheriff race was the only contest 
where candidates spent more than $500 on campaigns. 


In the county commissioner races, Jeannette Kitchen,. 
Junior Palmer, William Ruddy, and Don Welser each filed 
statements saying they did not spend more than $500. 

The County Clerk/Register of Deeds candidates liza. 
beth Wieland and James Kolka also filed statements saying 
they did not spend more than $500. 

The three Grayling Township Supervisor candidates, Joe 
Elekonich, Larry Grant, and Arnie Stancil, also filed state- 
menis saying they spent less than $500. Ali the other ee 
races also were listed as less than $500. 

The sheriff race, however, was more expensive. 


In the August primary, Michael Anthony received the” 


aost contributions, $1317, and listed the most campaign ex- 
penses, $1317. A fundraiser dinner earned $360 and eight 
couples, one man, and one business donated $630. Anthony 
donated $327 to his own campaign. 


Joe White, in the primary, received $1260 in contributions - 


from 17 persons and had $1015 in expenses. He received the 
single largest contribution in the sheriff race - a $500 contri- 
bution from a Grayling man. 

Harold Hatfield listed $70 in contributions from two per- 
sons in the primary and had expenses of $775. His own contri- 
bution was $695. 

In the November contest, Hatfield listed $175 in contribu- 
tions from six persons. His expenses totaled $733 and his own 
contribution was $558. 

White received $575 in contributions from ten persons in 


_addition to $1110 from a fundraiser. Expenses were listed at 


$1984. 

The campaign expenses listed for all the candidates were 
mostly advertising and then campaign materials such as 
bumper stickers, signs, flyers, pens, and so forth.

State Mails 


Land Funds 


The State of Michigan has 
mailed more than $1.4 mil- 
lion in checks to $3 counties, 
representing the State’s por- 
tion of taxes payable to local 
governments through the 
Commercial Forest Act. 

Under Michigan law, 
private land enrolled under 
the Commercial Forest Act 
is not subject to general 
property taxes. Instead, the 
commercial forest  land- 
owners pay 30 cents per acre 
to the local government unit, 
and the State pays the local 
government an additional 70 
cents for each acre enrolled. 

Permits must first be ob- 
tained from the DNR in or- 
der to harvest timber on 
enrolled lands, Schafer says. 
Following harvest of timber 
products from the land, the 
owner pays a “yield tax” 
equal to 10 percent of the 
stumpage value, which the 
State then turns over to the 
township. 

DNR’s Forest Manage- 
ment Division ‘administers 
the Commercial Forest Act 
and provides advice and 
technical assistance to the 
landowners. The law 
requires that all commercial 
forest lands enrolled — some 


el acres this yea - be : 


open to public hunting and 
fishing and managed solely 
for timber production. 

If the land is taken out of 
the program, Schafer says, 
the owner pays a withdrawal 
fee of 10 percent of the value 
of the standing marketable 
forest products, plus a 


penalty if the land has not 
been enrolled under the act 
for at least 20 years. 

Crawford County received 
$224 for 320 acres in the pro- 
gram. 

Marquette County 
received the most money - 
$195,883 for 279,833 acres.

ITEM: FIFTY-SEX MEN signed the Dec- 
laration of Independence. Five were cap- 
tured or imprisoned in the war that follow- 
ed. Nine died of wounds or hardships. 
Twelve lost their homes. Seventeen lost 
everything they owned. Every last one of 
them was hunted. Most were driven into 
hiding. They were offered Imrnunity, 


Governor James Blanchard, as promised 
earlier, refused to declare a prison over- 
crowding emergency which would have 
reduced minimum prison sentences, and 


‘told the state. Corrections Commission it 


now has the tools to deal with the problem in 
other ways. 

In a letter to Commission Chair Gwen An- 
drew, the Governor pointed to a bill ap- 
proved by the Legislature permitting 
multiple occupany in facilities acquired in 
1985 and 1986. 

The commission has, in a span of eight 
days, certified overcrowding at both 
women’s and men’s facilities, but noted 
when the Governor signs the supplemental 
appropriations bill, it will allow for hiring of 
more staff to permit triple occupancy at 
Kinross prison cells, which will add 275 beds 
to the system. 

“¥ am notifying you that I do not intend to 
declare a prison overcrowding emergency 
now or in the near future,’’ he said in the let- 
Ww, 

Blanchard added the multiple occupancy 
provision ‘allows you the administrative 
opportunity to deal with this problem. 
Failure to seize this opportunity would do a 
massive disservice to the state of Michigan 
and its citizens.” 

Parts of the prison system are under court 
order to maintain inmate populations under 
capacity, while the Governor’s refusal to 
sign the overcrowding order does raise the 
risk of a lawsuit. 

His press secretary, Rick Cole, however, 
said the prospect of such a suit is drastically 
minimized by the new alternative approved 
this year. 

Department of Corrections spokeswoman 
Gail Light said it appears the department 
would be able to add beds in small incre- 
ments of about 100 at periodic times that 
should generally be able to handle a 
prisoner influx averaging about 30-40 per 
week until 1986 when new 500-bed regional 
prisons are ready. 

The multiple occupancy provisions will be 
particularly helpful if the department 
acquires the Detroit House of Corrections, 
which will be able to handle up to 1,000 
prisoners without extensive remodeling. 

“T think we’ll be in reasonable good 
shape,”’ she said. 

Meanwhile, a report by a special House 
investigative subcommittee said the state’s 
handling of prisoners being returned to 
society could be improved by the elimina-

tion of good time and a limit put on the 
amount of time reduced from sentences 
through the overcrowding emergency 
powers act. 

The recommendations, covering seven 
policy areas, could help prevent future 
crimes committed by persons released into 
society before they are ready, subcommit- 
tee chairman Representative Jeff Padden 
(LD-Wyandotte) said. 

The committee found that the correctional 
good time system is generally granted auto- 
matically, and rarely withdrawn, though it 
is only supposed to be granted for actual 
good behavior. 


The committee recommended replacing 
all good time provisions with a system of 
disciplinary credits which is more limited in 
rewarding prisoners for good behavior and 
which could be revoked for disciplinary 
problems. 

Currently, disciplinary credits exist only 
ior Viclent offenders who are eiigibie for 
good time credits under the provisions of 
1978’s Proposal B, approved by voters of the 
State. 

The group also recommended no more 
than 18 months be cut from a prisoner’s sen- 
tence through the overcrowding emergency 
powers act. 

The act is still necessary to keep state 
prisons in accord with a federal court order 
limiting prison populations, the committee 
said, but it urged the Corrections Depart- 
ment to take all administrative actions 
possible to keep the population in check 
before declaring an overcrowding emer- 
gency. 

The committee also gave support for in- 
creasing overall prison capacity, but saying 
it should be done ‘‘only after a careful study 
of the actual need for bed space.” 

Other committee recommendations in- 
clude: 

—enacting a sentencing guidelines statute 
which could help provide accurate 
estimates of prison populations and provide 
for sentences that better meet the circum- 
stances of the crime. 

—developing better training procedures 
for corrections staff. 

~—giving greater consideration to return- 
ing prison persons who commit serious 
parole violations. 

—hiring more field agents to reduce the 


_workload on the current number of people 


that supervise parolees and probationers.

‘the more things change, the 
more they remain the 
same’. This adage holds 
true for resource law enfor- 
cement. The role of the Con- 
servation Officer has 
evolved dramatically in 
recent years. The old “game 
warden” of Rube Babbitt’s 
time would not recognize the 
job today. 

Instead of just fish, game 
and fire enforcement, 
today’s Conservation Officer 
has the increased responsi- 
bility of enforcing laws con- 
cerning snowmobiles, 
ORV’s, marine _ safety, 
dredge and fill, solid waste, 
liquid indusirial waste, air 
and water quality, marine 
salvage, etc. Additionally, 
Conservation Officers are, 
by statute, state peace offi- 
cers and may become in- 
volved in the enforcement of 
the general laws of the state, 
including traffic laws. 

Although many aspects of 
the job have changed, one 
part is the same and always 
will be - contact with you, the 
public. In many cases, a per- 
son’s only first hand ex- 
perience with the DNR is 
through a local officer. How 
that contact is handled by 
the officer may well deter- 
towards the Department for 
years to come. One of the 
most important aspects of 
my job is to treat neanle I 
contact with the courtesy 
and respect they deserve, 
while firmly and fairly en- 
forcing the law. In many 
cases, it is also the most dif- 
ficult.

For atime, which included 
the early logging in Michi- 
gan, log marks were often 


cut into the bark with an ax. 


« AS you can well imagine, 


such bark marks were limit- 


ed to designs of straight 
lines. Initials, boxes, 
triangles or combinations 
thereof were common. AS 
the scale of logging in- 
creased, it became clear 
that logs with bark marks 
could not be sorted fast 
enough. The logs canie down 
the rivers in such quantities 
that they covered miles of 
water. Those logs had to be 
sorted, rafted and taken to 
the mills quickly to make 
room fer more and inore 
logs. 

In 1859 a law was passed 
that required owners of logs 
floated in the Muskegon and 
tributaries to mark the ends 
of their logs and to register 
such marks in Newaygo and 
Muskegon Counties. 
Needless to say, the end 
marks were much better. 
Each end of the log was 
marked in several places, so 
at least one or more marks 
were always visible to the 
men doing the sorting. The 
law of 1859 was revised in 
1867 to cover all rivers flow- 
ing into Lake Michigan. In 
1864 a very detailed law was 
passed which gave instruc- 
tions for the formation and 
operation of companies for 
sorting and booming pur- 
poses. It is important to 
remember that this law gave 
boom companies full power 
for log mark regulation. 
With all the legalities taken 
care of, the logging industry 
was able to take advantage 
of both the forest and the 
rivers which it did with 
ultimately disastrous 
results,

(Under authority of Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended) 
Open Seasons and Catch Limits on 
Pike, Walleye, Sauger 
and Muskeliunge 


Under the authority of Section 4, Act 230, P.A. 1925, 
as amended, being 300.4 of the Michigan Compiled 
Laws, the Natural Resources Commission, at its 
December 6, 1984, meeting rescinded its October 8, 1982 
order, No. CFI-112,82, Open Seasons and Catch Limits 
on Pike, Walleye, Sauger and Muskellunge, and order- 
ed that the following order become effective January 1, 
1985, and remain valid for a period of five years until 
March 31, 1990. 

It shall be unlawful to take the following named 
species except within the open seasons and daily limits 
prescribed (statewide regulations apply unless other- 
wise restricted): 

Statewide open seasons on all waters not otherwise 
closed to fishing shall be from May 15 through 
February on walleye, sauger, northern pike, and 
muskellunge (including tiger muskellunge). The daily 
catch limit shall be five singly or in combination for 
largemouth aud smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, 
and northern pike; one for muskellunge (including 
tiger muskellunge). 

The above regulations apply statewide except that 
walleye and suger may be taken at any time from the 
Detroit and St. Clair rivers, Lake St. Clair, and Lake 
Erte; and that muskellunge in Lake St. Clair, St. Clair 
and Detroit rivers may be taken only from the first 


Seturday in June through December 15 of each year. 
The daily catch on Lake St. Clair and the Detroit and. 
St. Clair rivers shall be six singly or in combination for 
largemouth and smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, 
and northern pike when the catch includes at least one 
walleye or sauger. Also, the daily catch on Lake Erie 
shail be 10 singly or in combination for largemouth and 
smallmouth bass, walleye, sauger, and northern pike 
when the catch includes at least five walleye or sauger.

foreign wars. 
Private First  Clasé. 


DeWayne T. Williams, ‘‘H” 
Company, 2nd Battalion, 1st 
Marines, 1st Marine Divi- 
sion, was killed in action in 
Vietnam on September 18, 
1968. 

Private Williams was on 
combat patrol! when his 
platoon was assaulted by an 
enemy squadron. During the 
ensuing battle Private 
Williams was __ severely 
wounded but continued to 
deliver an intense volume of 
firc. In a valiant act of 
heroism he rolled on top of a 
grenade that had landed 
near his position; thereby 
saving other members of his 


patrol who held _ their 
positions until assistance 
arrived. 


DeWayne T. Williams was 
born September 18, 1949, in 
Brown City and attended 
elementary and high school 
in St. Clair. Mr. Williams 
had purchased a small farm 
on Rynn Road just off M-21, 
where he had hoped to return 
after his term of duty. 

On April 20, 1970, Private 
Williams was posthumously 
awarded the Medal of Honor, 
the highest award for 
bravery that can be given to 
any individual in the United 
States. 

A compiete list of his 
medals and decorations in- 
clude: the Purple Heart, the 
National Defense Service 
Medal, the Vietnam Service 
Medal with two bronze stars, 
and the Republic of Vietnam 
Campaign Medal.
